Washington, November 19.—A por- 
tentous and complicated international 
situation now faces President Wilson 
and for the next few weeks will en- 
gage his attention and that of his ad- 
visers to the practical exclusion of 
all but the most urgent of domestic 
subjects.

Secretary of State Lansing frequently 
spoke of the necessity of postponing 
action on the more delicate interna- 
tional questions because the uncer- 
tainty of the outcome of the political 
contest had a direct bearing on the 
suctess or failure of some of the ad- 
ministration policies. ? 

From now on the president expects 
to deal with all foreign questions with- 
out embarrassment and he is receiv- 
ing from his advisers a summary of 
the outstanding issues so essential to 
taking stock of the basic situation 
which must be met now that interna- 
tional relationi have returned to their 
Place of prime importance.

Increasingly serious 
is*the fast growing conviction that any 
kind of general submarine warfare, 
even if complying with the adequate 
rules as to giving warning and afford- 
ing some meastre of safety of pas- 
sengers, is intolerable. Germany is 
known to be building submarines rap- 
idly, and there is the possibility of a 
starvation campaign against England. 
lis effects would concern all nations. 
The United States might find it diffi- 
eult to avoid complications. 


UU. S. Attitude Flat and Final. 


The American attitude is flat and 
final. No technicalities will be admit- 
ted. Ships must not be sunk without 
warning or without provision for the 
gafety of the passengers facing high 
seas or distance from shore. The arm- 
ed ship issue undoubtedly will be ad- 
vanced by Germany, but will not be 
accepted. Secretary Lansing foresaw it 
last March when, without announcing 
his reason, he decided that merchant 
vessels could carry a small defensive 

. If that endangers submarines 
that is part of their weakness. The 
United States, anxious, as a pacific na- 
tion opposed to armament, to increase 
the power of submarines, recognizes 
their shortcomings, especially in their 
vulnerability if surprised and attacked. 

The future of the submarine situation 
is felt to rest entirely with Germany.

GETS LIQUOR FEES 
UNDER EAKES LA 


This Statement Is Made by 
People Associated With 
Drawing and Passage of 
Act by Legislature. 


|STATE FAILS TO GET 


PERCENTAGE ALLOWED 


Express Companies, How- 
ever, Have No Difficulty 
in Collecting Sum Allowed 


Under State Statute. 


The surprise occasioned by the pub- 
lication in The Constitution of the fact 
that Fulton county is.the only one in 
the state which has so far paid any 
money to the state accruing from the 
Eakes law, placing a fee of ten cents 
extra upon each package of. liquor 
shipped into Georgia, resulted yester- 
day in further disclosures as to the 
workings of the law and the manner 
of its creation, through statements of 
people intimately associated with the 
drawing and the passage of the act. 

From these statements it would ap- 
pear that while the state has failed 
utterly, with the single exception of 
Fulton county, to get any money from 
the several counties—the “big city’ 


the ! 


counties, in particular—in which ship- 
ments of liquor are daily being re- 
ceived, the express companies them- 
selves, in the larger cities, are actually 
making money from this tax. 

Gees te Express Company. 

The allegation is that the three-cent 
fee allotted to express delivery clerks 
out of the ten-cent assessment upon 
each package delivered goes directly to 
the clerk only when such a clerk fs 
working for the company on.a commis- 
sion basis of compensation, and that 
in express offices where the clerks de- 
livering liquor. packages are working 


the coffers of the company. 
The upshot of such a system would 
be-that in the larger cities, where the 
clerks are on a salary basis, and where 
the receipts from lMquor shipments 
would be largest, suck receipts would 
go directly to the express companies, 
while in the small towns, where ex- 
press agents are on a commission and 
receipts from the 10-cent assessment 
would be small, the 8-cent pro rata 
would go to the agent. In other words, 
if this situation be true, the citizens 
of Fulton county, through the opera- 
tion of a Georgia statute, have, since 
the approval of the statute last Au- 
gust 21, already paid directly to the 


/express companies a total of $2,615.85. 


Another feature is the statement 
that the provision of the bill allowing 
a 3-cent fee to express clerks is the 
result of a compromise with the express 
companies. * 

Compensation fer Ordinaries, 

The bill originally contemplated 
(a fee only for the purpose of 
compensating ordinaries for the addi- 
| tional work placed upon them by the 
prohibition law requiring them to make 
a record of liquor shipments into their 
respective counties. 

It is stated that prior to the passage 
of the act it was estimated that Fulton 
county alone would supply a revenue 
of approximately $20,000 a year to 
the express companies from the source 
created by the Eakes act.

| The provisions dof the Eakes law wifl

The company is assured of three 
cents on each liquor package, When 
it comes to the revenue for the state, 
‘however, certain expenses must first 
be met, which will consume practically 
all the returns in many counties. The 
ordinary of each county is entitled to 
$600 for his share before sending funds 
to the Georgia treasury. 

In many counties it is very probable 
that the entire sum, derived from seven 
cents a package, will not more than 
meet the ordinary’s share. Even after 
the ordinary egets his $600 he is en- 
titled to ten per cent of the seven 
cents due the state on all additional] 
packages.

PERSONAL ANIMUS 
CHARGED TO MAYOR 


“As Usual, He Is Playing 
Cheap Politics in Effort to 
Put Me in Hole,” Says Mc- 
Cord—Declares Edgewood 
Bridge Unsafe.

Two 
possibilities are feared, either that Ger- 
many will decide she can starve Eng- 
land by an undersea campaign, or that 
she may endeavor to involve this coun- 
try and thus insure the participation 
in peace conferences of a generous ene- 
my inclined toward just peace terms. 

Beyond this, the Lusitania case re- 
mains unsettled, Germany has admitted 
liability and offered indemnity.

Attempts made «to 
close the issue have been repeatedly 
blocked by unexpected new U-boat 
complications.

Allied Trade Restrictions, 


Relations. with the entente allies are 
less clear-cut, less dangerous, but per- 
haps more nagging. Sea power has 
enabled them, through the blockade, 
the rationing of Holland and all Scandi- 
navia, the prohibition of imports into 
this country except under guarantee 
the seizure and censorship of mails and 
the imposition of the blackHist, virtual- 
ly to destroy all foreign trade hostile 
to them and divert all American com- 
merce to their own uses, Constant 
belligerent encroachments on neutral 
rights have led President Wilson to 
say that neutrality is “intolerable.” 
War has become s0 world-wide, so un- 
limited as to national boundaries, that 
it is no longer the hostile army, but 
the hostile state, men, women and chil- 
dren with its outposts all over the 
world that is fnvolved. 

First and soldest of the entente al- 
lied restrictions igs the blockade which 
our government has declared illegal 
because it is both ineffective and dis- 
criminatory in favor of Norway and 
Sweden in that it does not blockade 
the Baltic and because it attempts to 
blockade neutral pores contiguous to 
Germany, to which British goods are 
allowed to go. 

The case dates back to March 11, 
1915, and the last note was the Brit- 
ish refusal of April 24 last. 

The rationing of Holland, Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark has been bitterly 
condemned in the blockade notes, where 
it has been held to be an absolutely 
unwarrantable interference with neu- 
tral trade directly between the neutral 
countries. ‘England invokes the doc- 
trine of continuous voyage and allows 
only enough supplies to enter these 
neutral countries to meet their mini- 
mum needs, despite the fact that goods 
imported to a neutral country becomes 
a part of its capital stock subject to 
re-exportation if desired. 

Censorship of Mails. 

A not less “lawless practice” has 
been the entente allies censorship of 
mails which has been called ‘“vexa- 
tiously inquisitorial.” Here again is an 
absolute confilct between neutral and 
belligerent rights. Neutrals have the 
right of inviolability of genuine corre- 
spondence; belligerents have the right 
to search the mails for contraband. 
Obviously, mails cannot be searched 
and inviolate at the same time. A re- 
»ly is due from this government to the 

ritish and French note of October 15 
Nbc g itself was over four months de- 
ayved. 

The British refusal of the American 
attitude as to the blacklist, which was 
called an “arbitrary interference with 
neutral trade,” has just come and will 
require answer. The British claim it 
is merely municipal legislation to pre- 
vent their own subjects from dealing 
with firms aiding the enemy even if 
in neutral countries. The United States 
holds that in effect this is extending 
a control over into American af- 
airs. 

The prohibition of importation of 
raw materials from the British domin- 
ions into this country except under 
guarantee that they will not reach 
German firms is another galline re- 
striction, not so much because the 
right of embargo is disputed as that 
in its administration the British em- 
bassy here decides finally what firms 
shall and what firms shall not be fa- 
vored. This gives a control over 
American industries and a knowledge 
of American trade secrets that is re- 
sented. 

To meet these trade restrictions is 
the retaliatory legislation passed at 
the eleventh hour by congress. Inten- 
sive study is being given it, though 
no announcement of its application has 
been made. It may be applied to all 
cases or to only certain specific cases 
and may be invoked whenever the pres- 
ident desires. It can reach all the 
points of issue above. 

America and Peace Conference. 

Beyond the war the president must 
decide America’s attitude toward the 
peace conference. Undoubtedly Ameri- 
can interests will be involved, notably 
in China and the Pacific islands taken 
from Germany, and also in the effort 
to secure a basis for a lasting peace 
and in the necessary rewriting of in- 
ternational law. 

The trade war after the war offers 
most tangled problems. Great doubt is 
felt that it can go through because it 
is admittedly uneconomic and unrea- 
soning in that the entente allied na- 
tions are competitive rather than co- 
ordinative, and because free commer- 
cial intercourse will be essential to all. 
Nevertheless, its approval by the Paris 
conference and its increasing avitation 
abroad makes preparation against it 
necessary. The Webb bill. now before 
congress, to . co-operation among 
exporters, will be one of the first steps

Most vital of all perhaps is President 
Wilson’s advocacy of a league of na- 
tions to guarantee against another war. 

Rmittedly this destroys American iso- 
lation and commits the nation to active 
interest in and co-operation with other 
countries. The British, French and Ger- 
man foreign secretaries have indorsed 
the plan in theory; what remains for 
oo country is to work it out in prac- 
tice.

BRITAIN TO CONTROL 
SUPPLIES AND PRICES 


Though Rationing of Popu- 
lation on German System 
Seems Improbable. 


London, November 19.—No other gov- 
ernment action in Great Britain during 
the war has commanded such imme- 
diate and almost unanimous support 
as the decision to control supplies and 
prices. Virtually the entire press wel- 
comes the scheme. Almost the only 
criticism expressed is that the authori- 
ties should nave taken charge of the 
nation’s food supply long ago. 

The Statist points out that the meas- 


ure advances socialism immensely. The 
public appears just to have awakened 
to the fact that a majority of the 
population is living lavishly as in pre- 
war days. The rationing of the popu- 
lation on the German system appears 
as yet improbable. 


For Controlling Prices. 


Arrangements already are being 
made between the board of trade and 
the board of agriculture for controlling 
the ices of stocks. The distribution 
of the most important commodities— 
corn, meat’ and potatoes—is already 
partly regulated, as also is that of 
sugar. 

The’ most probable appointment to 
the position of food controller is con- 
Sidered to be Sir George Saltmarsh, 
formerly president of the London Corn 
Trade association, and during the war 
the government's chief adviser on corn 
supplies, or Baron Devonport, chair- 
man of the port authority of London, 
who is an all-round expert on shipping 
and food supply questions. 

One of the troublesome features of 
the situation is how to equalize mat- 
ters between «he rich and the poor.

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LET MEN ORGANIZE 
URGES DR. WILMER 


Rector of St. Luke’s Says 
‘Church Should Take Part 
in Settlement of Industrial 
Difficulties. 


That the church has before it the 
field for very important service in help- 
ing to settle the street railway strike 
problem in Atlanta is the view which 
was taken by Dr. C. B. Wilmer, rector 
of St. Luke’s church, in his Sunday 
morning sermon. 

In discussing the nature of services 
which it devolves upon the church to 
render, Dr. Wilmer stated that it is 
the duty of St. Luke’s to serve Atlanta 
and Georgia, and used the street rail- 
way strike as an illustration of work 
which lies at the door of St. Luke's. 
It is not the mission of the church to 
interfere, he said, but to act as the 
agent for peace. 

The settlement of this: and of the 
capital and labor question generally, 
declared Dr. Wilmer, lies in the power 
of Christianity to produce fair dealing 
and peace, which grows out of the 
proper mutual regard of the rights ot! 
the two parties to the dispute. 

Capital and Labor, 

Dr. Wilmer set forth some well de- 
fined views upon the capital and labor 
question. From an economic point of 
view, said Dr. Wilmer, capital and la- 
bor are interdependent, and an indus- 
trial war can result only in the de- 
struction of both capital and labor. 

Dr. Wilmer’s view of the ethical side 
of the question that the proper solution 
of a situation similar to the street 
railway strike problem in Atlanta lies 
in the company’s allowing the men to 
organize. 

“For capital ¢o claim the right to 
organize for the betterment of its po- 
sition, increasing its power and so 
situating itself that it has the power 
to keep wages down without recog- 
niging the right of labor to organize 
for its protection and benefit,” said Dr. 
Wilmer, “is an unethical proposition. 
The other side should also have the 
right to organize. 

“I believe that in the case of such 
trouble in the operation of public util- 
ities, the public has a distinct inter- 
est of its own. It is intimately af- 
fected by such disruption in the opera- 
tion of such utilities. It is, I believe, 
the place of the public to step _in in 
such cases and demand peace and fair- 
ness. 

“It is the business of the church to 
gather together all classes of men and 
to say to them, ‘Blest be the tie that 
binds.’ There will be no righting of 
these affairs until classes represented 
by both capital andglabor have a com- 
mon altar in thessame church at wMich 
io’ come and confess their sins. 

Settlement of Problem. 

“The policy of demanding the last 
pound of flesh will not settle the prob- 
lems that separate capital. and labor. 
{t is Christianity that will do it. 

“Capital is in the saddle most of the 
time. Men of this class are men of 
superior advantages and education and, 
therefore, of superior responsibility. It 
is for them to establish a standard of 
fairness and proper respect for the law. 
A wilful failure to live up to this 
responsibility, I believe, {s a worse sin 
than all the dynamiting.”

There 


sions Unless Early Agree- | 


situation can be reached, but it was, 


BREAKING POINT NEAR America’s Girl Scout Leader 
Tells the Story of Her Work 


By Isma Dooly. 

“To unite young American women 
in the common cause of service to hu- 
/manity and service to country” is the 
purpose of the Girl Scout movement, as 
discussed by the leader of the Girl 
Scouts of America, Mrs. Juliette Gor- 
don Low, of Savannah, during her re- 
cent visit to Atlanta. Mrs. Low is the 
daughter of Mrs. W. W. Gordon, of Sa- 
vannah. and the late General Gordon, 
and she is the widow of an English 
reatleman. She is a Colonial Dame, a 


Daughter of the American Revolution, 
a Daughter of the Confederacy. For 


a number of years she has divided her 
time between England and America. In 
appearance, thought and expression 
and in her present public activities, 
she reflects an inheritance from the 
brave and dauntless spirit of her fa- 
ther, a gallant confederate officer, and 
from the intellect and wit of her 
mother, a leader in the social life of 
the south for a half a century. 

Mrs. Low addressed an appreciative 
audience in the auditorium of the 
chamber of commerce Wednesday on 
the subject of the “Girl Scout Move- 
ment in America,” and promises a re- 
turn visit in the spring to meet the 
call for a branch of the organization 
in Atlanta. 

The great service rendered by: the 
Girl Scouts in England since the out- 
break of the war has inspired the zest 
of Mrs. Low’s efforts to more broadly 
establish the spirit of the movement 
in this country. 

She Talks. 

“Aside from their training as able 
assistants in any emergency, whether 
in flood, in fire or any form of dis- 
aster and their work in, signaling and 
the carrying of messages, they were 
among the first te establish bomb cel- 


lars at the outbreak of the war,’ ex- 
plained Mrs. Low. 

“Their first aid kits were the first to 
be made, and they established cooking 
classes for business girls, and in con- 


orney of limited home comforts. 
“Their bomb cellars, after the raids 
on the coast, were turned into emer- 
gency hospitals, and they have not 
n flected at any time one of their 
first principles of work at all times— 
that is, public health. 

“The greatest impetus the Girl Scout 
movement has had in this country was 
in the birth of the Preparedness spirit 
last summer,” said Mrs. Low, and she 
described the activity of the woman’s 
training camp near Chevy Chase, and 
the values of the Washington training 
school. 

“Patriotism, however, should be as 
active in times of peace as in the time 
when war may seem imminent,” she 
continued. 


In Public Health. 


_ “We need the Girl Scouts in our pub- 

lic health campaigns: in our districts 
where the less fortunate are in con- 
gested communities; where the indus- 
trially oppressed are, or the untutored 
foreign element; or where for one rea- 
son or another our native people in 
the rural or mountainous communities 
are not getting a square deal. 


Another View. 


“But aside from this service of va- 
ried kind which the Girl Scouts or- 
ganize to do, for their country or for 
humanity, the movement is of the 
greatest value in developing the indi- 
vidual young woman. The principles 
of the organization teach self-reliance, 
self-dependence and self-development. 
The making of the camp, the out-of- 
door cooking, the sports, the swim- 
ming, etc., which bring the members to 
God's great out-of-doors, require a cer- 
tain amount of initiative on the part 
of the members and is conducive to a 
personal efficiency which all American 
young women need whether their call 
is to lead the drawing room circle, the 
philanthropic movement, the patriotic 
oo or to earn their own liv- 
ng. 

A Democratic Ideal. 


“The Girl Scout movement fulfills the 
very ideal of democracy, for its prin- 
ciples and purposes make for qualities 
which should be developed in all 
women, 

“This is a very restless age in our 
civilization. And restlessness and idle- 
ness are very fatal to the cause of na- 
tional efficiency. They are qualities 
no more fatal to men than to women. 
There are a great many aimless, idle, 
restless young women in our country, 
and I see no more logical medium of 
self-aid than that which the Girl 
Scout movement stands for.

The commission also announced its 
conclusion that the disease fs infec- 
tious and is not caused by an unbal- 
anced or inadequate diet. They found 
the disease spreads through 
proper sewage facilities and that the 
most effective means of cambatting it 
is by the installation of efficient sew- 
age systems. 

These findings are the result of an 
extensive investigation which the com- 
mission has conducted in Spartanburg 
county, South Carolina, where the com- 
mission reports scores of persons have 
died from pellagra. 

The commission admitted that it had 
not discovered the cause of the dis- 
ease, but reported it had disproved the 
theories that pellagra was due to the 
bite of the black fly, that it was 
caused by the presence of certain min- 
erals in drinking water, or by eating 
maise. ‘ 

To test its theory, a sewage system 
was built in Spartan mills, described 
by the commission as “the worst pel- 
lagra foci in South Carolina.”’ 

The result was, said the report, that 
Only one person living in the sewered 
district contracted the disease in the 
last 12 months. “From the worst type 
of pellagra foci the district hag been 
changed to a community in which the 
disease no longer spreads,” the report 
declared.

Science was declared religion’s great- 
est ally in a sermon gt the Unitarian 


church Sunday morning by the minis- 
ter, Rev. J. Wade Conkling. In part, 
he said: 

“The conflict between science and religion 
is by no means a worn-out theme, It has 
not lost any of its old importance, It is a 
much needed subject. It is by no account 
an old problem to every one. On the con- 
trary, many thinking people of today are 
just beginning to give it just and ample con- 
sideration. 

“There are two facts which should be 
made clear. 

“First. Religion can stand every false at- 
tack that is made against it. It will be the 
stronger for it. We should have nothing to 
fear. Whatever is false about religion will 
eventually fall, We should look eagerly to 
every step that is taken to cast out the un- 
true and establish the permanent, 

“Second. Science has made no attempt to 
overthrow religion. Here and there the icon- 
oclast and the bitter atheist has used his 
maul, but in the main the investigator, the 
critic and the student have been urged on 
by an irresistible desire to discover that 
which had been undiscovered, to bring to 
light that which had been in darkness, and 
to explain many phenomena of which the 
world had been in total ignorance. 

“Science has been the servant of religion 
and not its peer or its enemy. 

“Science has proven itself an ally of re- 
ligion by working in the field of history. 

“Illustrations are numerous in which his- 


ments about men and events or alleged 
events as false, not only freeing us of de- 
ception, but bringing out into clearer light 
the function and power of true religion. 

“This ally of religion has gone into the 
field of the art of healing. It there has re- 
lieved our minds of bogies and notions, of 
fears and superstitions. It has brought the 
world a great blessing. 

“This ally has entered the study of the 

nature and function of the human intellect 
and defined to us our own powers, impulses 
and capabilities. Religion in every case has 
been benefited thereby. 
_ “Seience by arduous labor has brought us 
to the greater day and the larger powers of 
religion. By an intimate touch with science, 
religion will gain the greater influence over 
the hearts of men and our life be directed 
in the right way.’’

Berlin Claims British Made 
Great Effort to “Break 


Through” on Ancre. 


Berlin, November 19.—(By Wireless.) 
The notable concentration of British 
artillery prior to the attack along the 
Ancre on November 13 is held in an 
Overseas News agency review of the 
fighting, given out today, to indicate 
an attempt on the largest scale to 
break through the German lines. 

“More than 200 batteries showered 
the flanked German trenches with 


steel,” says the review. “In and about 
Hebuterne, further to the west, and 


also sowth of that village, the British 
had concentrated eannon of all cali- 
bers, which were placed in dexteriously 
constructed nests. More artillery was 
Placed in masses east and southeast 
ef Colincamps and between Englebel- 
mer and Mesnil and likewise near Po- 
zieres and Courcelette. 

“Several hours of eontinuous, me- 


thodical and destructive fire with 
shells from guns of the largest caliber 


the Germany infantry in either the 
sector south of Grandcourt or that 
between Hebuterne and the road from 
Serre to Mailly, At these points the 
German first line positions were nearly 
everywhere maintained. It was only 
in the thrust at the center that the 
British succeeded in crossing the first 
line of the Germans because of their 
extensive blasting operations, which 
had destroyed’ the reater part of 
Beaumont and its defensive installa- 
tions. The British, after the hardest 
sort of fighting, also succeeded in cap- 
turing Beaucourt, but their attempts 
to advance further failed in the face 
of the tenacious German defense of 
their position. The most important 
object of the attacks, the heights of 
Berre, could not be taken. The vil- 
lage of Serre itself was temporarily 
occupied by the British, but was re- 
captured by the Germans in a counter 
athack, 

“The local success obtained by the 
British in the angle of the Ancre, only 
at the heaviest cost, does not influence 
in the least the general situation on 
the Somme front.’

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THE BUDGET SYSTEM. 
By a vote of 30,000 majority, Maryland in 
the recent election adopted a constitutional 
amendment providing for the budget system 
in the handling of the state’s finances. 
One by one the states of the union are 
falling into line for. the budget system. 
And why not? 
There is not a large business corpora- 


ton in the world that could endure without 


it; it has been adopted in all of the more 
important cities and some few of the states, 


and, once tried, it never.has been rejected. 
It will be adopted by all the states in time, 
and eventually by the federal government— 


as it has been adopted by most of the gov-. 


ernments of the world. . 


The less time Georgia loses in adopting 


such a system the vastly better off the state 
shall be. Our present wasteful, slipshod, 
devil-may-care system of state “accounting” 
and reckoning state expenditures is about 
the most inefficient that could be imagined, 
and the taxpayers annually are paying 
mighty dearly for it. 

The very best thing that could come to 
Georgia as a state would be for the general 
assembly next summer to passa constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the budget 
system and then for the voters to follow 
in the footsteps of Maryland and adopt it at 
the next general election. 

There is no living excuse for such a 
financial system as that under which the 
state of Georgia is operating. Under it ex- 
penditures: of the state’s money and credit 
are made at haphazard, blindly, with not 
the remotest idea of correlation of accounts 
and needs, and with only superficial and 
equally haphazard consideration of the 
means with which to meet them. 

Under the budget system, which should 
be adopted in Georgia and every state and 
by the national government, the authoritiés, 
the lawmakers and the people would have a 
means always before them of knowing just 
where they stand, and from which to reckon 
just how far they could go in expenditures 
and when te call a halt in them. Under it 
the state would inventory its estimated 
needs for the year, also its resources, and 
then balance the two—correlate them, and 
make the one fit the other. The benefits 
would be beyond measure, and there never 
has been advanced a single valid, reasonable 
argument against the system, and there 
never can be. 

Our newly-elected legislators have some- 
thing here well worth thinking about. 


NOTHING TO TALK ABOUT. |. 


It is rather amusing to the average dem- 
ocrat to pore over the editorial pages of the 
republican press of the country and note the 
post-election attempts at explanation of how 
it happened. . 

One attributes Mr, Hughes’ failure to suc- 
ceed President Wilson to one thing or com- 
bination of- circumstances; another to an- 
other, etc. ‘They all agree pretty well that 
mismanagement has been perntitted to creep 
into the campaign headquarters, and most 
of them, now that his chances for victory 
cannot be further imperiled, that Mr. Hughes 
himself proved to be a decidedly weak candi- 
date before the people.

It does no good to criticise the campaign 
management; nobody’s interested in that 
now—anyhow, the time to have done that 
to any possible purpose has passed. And 
the wise thing for the republican papers and 
the disappointed republican bettors to do 
now is to be good sports and show that they 
can lose without squealing. There’s nothing 
to be gained from “passing the buck.” 

But The New York Herald of Thursday, 
“calling attention” to “manhandling” of the 
campaign management in one editorial col- 
umn, in another prints the following in the 
course of an editorial on “The News in Wall 
Street,” and in so doing called attention to a 
fact which, in our judgment, did more to 
ward diverting the popular vote of the coun 
try from Mr. Hughes than did all of the cam- 
paign blunders or all of the candidate’s per- 
sonal shortcomings combined: 


The movements of stocks yesterday 
clearly demonstrated the ardent desire of 
Wall street for the election of Mr. 
Hughes—and Wall street is merely the 
dial on which is recorded the feeling of — 
the great continent-wide business com- 
munity. 

An opening rise in prices, due to exe- 
cution of buying orders placed on Mon- 
day night when Mr. Hughes’ election 
seemed assured, was followed with a 
series of ups and downs—ups when the 
republican nominee’s chances brightened 
and downs when they clouded—until a 
“Wilson scare” brought the market to 
a weak close.

CALIFORNIA AND GOOD ROADS. 

By a state-wide vote of more than 6 to 1 
majority, the people of California on elec- 
tion day authorized the issuance of $15,000,- 
000 in bonds for the completion of the state’s 


highway system. 

California now leads most other states 
of the union in point of excellence and ex- 
tent of its highways. In 1909 the state 
legislature outlined a complete and a won- 
derfully comprehensive system of roads; 
and, by referendum vote, the people ratified 
the act overwhelmingly in 1910. To date, 
at a cost of $16,000,000, 1,222 miles of this 
system has been completed, and now this 
additional $15,000,000 insures the comple 
tion of the remainder of it—insures the 
paving of approximately 1,000 miles of high- 
way of the system as originally planned and 
the construction of laterals whereby rapid 
and comfortable transit will be provided 


and the exténsion of the system to the Ari- 
zona state line. 

California’s remarkable development 
within the last fifteen years has been due in 
no small measure to its attention to high- 
way building. Its climate and its wonderful 
scenery never could have been capitalized 
as they have been and made the state assets 
that they are had it not been that the people 
have at no time been sparing in the matter 
of expenditures for good roads. The people 
of that state long have realized that good, 
all-year-round highways form the real life- 
arteries of any commonwealth, and when- 
ever a meritorious roads-appropriation 
measure has been put before them it has 
been indorsed almost without opposition. 
And the California of today as compared 
with the 
stands as a striking example of what good 
roads can do for a state. 

What good roads have done for Califor- 
nia they can be made to do for Georgia, or 
any other state; and what California has 
done and is doing in the way of highway 
betterment, Georgia or any other state can 
do. The will on the part of the people is 
all that is necessary; the roads will quickly 
pay for themselves and with interest. 

The demand of the day is for cheaper 
transportation; and in the construction of 
good roads which make it possible lies the 
greatest hope for obtaining it. Improved, 
smooth highways mean not alone quicker 
and cheaper transportation to the railroads, 
but, in this day of motor-vehicle ascendency, 
it might mean in many localities independ- 
ence from the railroads altogether. 

It is good, in reading of California’s 
splendid progress in the matter of highway 
improvements, to be able to realize that 
Georgia, too, has got the spirit, and that 
already we have our machinery at work 
which bids fair in a very short time to make 
Georgia a close rival of California for high- 
way premiership among the states. 

California, as a result of the November 
election, will have the distinction of being 
the first state to actually realize its initial 
pro rata of the federal roads fund; and 
Georgia is not going to be far behind.

The “A, B. C.” of Farm Loan Banks- 
_ Showing Operation of the System 


| By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, November 18.—(Special.)— 
The question most frequently asked of the 
federal farm loan: board, is how farmers 
may secure the benefits of the farm loan act 
recently passed by congress. 

The purpose of the law seems to be well- 
understood; namely, to . give the nation’s 
farmers the benefits of cheaper money to buy 
land and improve it. That they are entitled 
to this’ help to improve their condition, to 
become farm-owners instead of farm-rent- 
ers, and to make the farm home more com- 
fortable and attractive, has long been recog- 
nized. It remained, however, for the recent 
democratic congress, under the able leader- 
ship of President Wilson, ‘to provide ‘the 
means, 

Now that safe, dependable and efficient 
machinery has been created, the next prob- 
lem is to install and utilize it. The Consti- 
tution’s correspondent will undertake to out- 
line briefly and concisely the approved plan 
of procedure. 

How to Form Farm Loan Asseociationas, 

Any group of ten farmers living in any 
locality in the United States may come to- 
gether and form a farm loan association. 
That is the least number the law allows. 
More members would be better, wut ten is 
enough. These ten men, we will presume, are 
farm owners. They live in the same county 
and unite for the purpose of securing loans 
of from $100 to $10,000 at 6 per cent or less, 
on mortgages to run from 6 to 40 years. None 
but farmers are eligible for membership. 

The word having been passed around that 


) & farm loan association is to be formed, those 


‘who wish to join meet at some designated 
place, such as a school house, church, public 
hall or at some house conveniently located 
for all. The meeting discusses the subject 
that brings them together and appoints a 
committee to darw articles of association. 
These articles should explain the objects of 
the association, and the territory within 
which it proposes to do business, These 
articles may follow a prescribed form which 
will be furnished by-the local land bank in 
that community. They may be modified to 
suit the needs of that particular locality or 
body of farmers, but must not contain any- 
thing that violates the letter or spirit of the 
law. Each farmer member signs these-arti- 
cles. A copy is then sent to the district 
federal land bank (these to be designated 
later) and filed for future reference. All 
requests for loans must be passed upon by 
three members of the association. After 
this committee has examined the lands and 
appraised their value, they must sign a 
formal report. The repert must be unani- 
mous, or it will not be cvunsidered. The 
lands and farms should be described and the 
value of those upon which loans are desired 
should be stated. 

It is very important that a fair valuation 
be put upon the property, neither too high 
nor too low. This appraisement is not bind- 
ing upon the land banks. If too high it may 
be rejected later upon the report of the farm 
land banks appraiser. Should thg two re- 
ports coincide, it will improve the standing 
and credit of the local association and show 
that it is composed of fair and intelligent 
men. 

Affidavits Must Accompany Reports. 

An affidavit must be sent to the farm land 
bank with the articles of association, togeth- 
er with list of the proposed members, and the 
report of fhe loan committee. This affidavit 
must be signed and acknowledged by the 
members, and by the secretary-treasurer of 
the association. It should set forth that 
each subscriber is the owner of farm land, or 
is about to become the owner of a farm. A 
person who is not actually the owner of a 
farm but seeks to become such owner, may 
join the association. The affidavit should 
further set forth that the aggregate of the 
loans sought is at least $20,000. 

Upon the receipt and approval of this affi- 
davit and the accompanying articles of in- 
corporation and list of members, a charter is 
granted by the land bank to the loan associa- 


tion. New members may be admitted later in 
any number by complying with the law. But 
at least ten members WHO WiSh tO YDOrTrow 
$20,000 in the aggregate is required to or- 
ganize. 

Members buy shares in the association to 
the extent of $5 for each $100 of the amount 
of their loans. A farmer borrowing $1,000 
must subscribe for ten shares of stock, which 
will cost him $50. The stock may be paid 
for in cash or included in the amount of the 
loan, 

The loan which each member is entitled to 
make is limited to one-hai£ the value of 
the land on which he borrows, and one-fifth 
the value of permanent improvements there- 
on. The shares of stock thus purchased by 
members are held as security by the asso- 
ciation. If the association prospers, divi- 
dends on this stock must be paid to the own- 
ers. When the debt of a member is paid off 
his stock is cancelled, and its value returned 
to him. This payment for stock automatical- 
ly removes the farmer from the association. 
His land is no longer subject to any claim 
of the association. So long as he is a mem- 
ber each farmer is liable for the debts of the 
association in an aount equal to twice the 
value of his stock. A member holding one 
share would, in case of the failure of the as- 
sociation, be liable for $5 more. 

The money paid into local farm loan as- 
sociations for stock is turned over to the 
farm land bank to buy stock in the bank. 
Thus an association of ten members who 
wish to borrow $20,000, would purchase 200 
shares of stock, or $1,000 worth. If any 
loan is refused, the money paid for stock on 


raccount of that loan application, would be 


refunded. 

If the loans are approved, the secretary- 
treasurer would pay over to the farmer who 
asked for a $500 loan, the sum of $475, de- 
ducting the price of his five shares of stock. 
To the farmer seeking a loan of $1,000, he 
would pay $950, deducting the value of ten 
shares of stock. : 

The stock becomes temporarily the prop- 
erty of the association, and through this 
stock ownership the association may ulti- 
mately become owners of the land banks.

| 


sociations issued by the federal farm loan 
board contain this caution: 

“Now, let the farmer members understand 
this, that the association and not they are 
the owners of the stock in the federal land 
bank, and this plan is adopted the as- 


- 


{Instructions for the formation of loan as- | 


| sociations may ultimately. become the sole 


owners of the federal land banks. This stock 
is held by the land bank as part security 
for the loans granted to the association. 
This plan makes the borrowers indirectly part 
owners of the land banks, with the govern- 
ment, from the beginning and through these 
co-operative organizations provides’ the 
method whereby they ultimately become the 
exclusive owners. 

“The profits of the land banks go to the 
associations. The stock held by the govern- 
ment draws no dividends, but earnings will 
be divided, on the stock owned by the as- 
sociation. Thus all protits of the land banks, 
after tthe government has withdrawn its 
holdings of stock, will go to the associations 
who will ultimately become the owners of 
all the federal land banks in the United 
States. The law provides for the gradual 
withdrawal of government holdings in the 
land banks, leaving the whole field open to 
the farmers tgemselves through the national 
farm loan associations. The importance of 
organizing these borrowers, therefore, could 
not be unduly emphasized.” 


Election of Officers. 


Each local association must perfect a tem- 
porary organization and elect a board of di- 
rectors. A loan committee, and a secretary- 
treasurer. The board of directors shall con- 
sist of not less than five (5) members, and 
the loan committee shall consist of three 
members. The board of directors elects a 
president, vice president, loan committee and 
secretary-treasurer. All but the last-named 
officer must be members of the association 
and residents of the district. 


Limitation on Use of Loans. 


The theory of the law is that loans are 
to be made for the purchase of land or for its 
permanent improvement. A farmer who al- 

eady has a mortgage on his tarm must pay 
off this lfén first. Any surplus left may be 
applied to the purchase of fertilizers, or live 
stock, the construction of new barns or oth- 
er buildings which will permanently improve 
the farm’s value. A farmer who has no mort- 
gage on his farm, and desires to borrow mon- 
ey for improving it, may borrow the money 
for any of the purposes indicated by giving 
a first mortgage. 

The secretary-treasurer, who need not be 
& member of the association, handles all its 
work, Keeps the books and accounts, secures 
the loans from the land banks and pays them 
over to the borrowers; handles the corre- 
spondence, and sees that each farmer pays 
the required installments on his loan every 
Six months or once a year. 

If all the preliminary work of organizing 
local loan associations is done in Georgia 
now, no time will be lost in beginning busi- 
ness when the farm land banks are located 
and organized. 


Establishing Land Banks. 


These farm loan associations 
foundation of the system. We will now see 
how the rest of the structure is built up. The 
federal farm loan board is still engaged in 
the task of establishing twelve land bank 
districts and fixing upon the location of a 
bank for each district. The work is nearly 
completed and the result should be announc- 
ed within a few weeks. 

Each of the twelve banks when establish- 
ed must start with a capital of $750,000, 
which is to be increased by the further sale 
of stock and the issue of bonds. Such stock 
as is not taken within thirty days after the 
subscription books are opened will be taken 
by the government. The government’s stock 
has the voting power, but does not partici- 
pate in the dividends. 

The banks increase their original capital 
in the following manner: After loaning 
$50,000 and taking $50,000 of first mortgages, 
it issues its bonds for $50,000 based on these 
mortgages. Thus it has another $50,000 to 
loan. It is not to be supposed that these 
gilt edge securities will sell below par. Each 
bank is permitted to loan twenty times its 
capital. As new loan associations are form. 
ed, this capital is automatically increased, 
Thus there is no limit to the bank’s ability 
to serve the needs of the farmer so long 
as it can sell its bonds. 

On learning recently that promoters were 
engaged in selling stock in land banks, the 
federal farm loan board ruled that no char- 
ter will be granted any land bank which 
charges any expense for promotion. It was 
also decided to defer the issue of charters to 
joint stock land banks until the federal land 
banks are organized. The words “joint stock 
land bank” shall appear in the name of each 
institution and no other word except such as 
are necessary to distinguish it from other 
banks operating in the same territory. 

When a farm land bank is organized, the 
federal farm loan board names five directors 
to run it temporarily. When farm loan as- 
sociations have subscribed to $190,000 of its 
stock, permanent organization may be per- 
fected. Of the nine directors of the land 
bank, six are to be elected by the farm loan 
association of the district, three are to be ap- 
pointed by the federal farm loan board. Thus 
although the farm land banks are private 
institutions, they are supervised and inspect- 
ed by the federal farm loan board. 

It is believed the bonds of thesé institu- 
tions will always. have a ready sale, since 
the following security is behind them: 

1. Two dollars’ worth of land for each one 
dollar of bonds. 

2. The combined assets 
loan banks. 

3. The 5 per cent of stock held by the lo- 
cal loan associations. 

These bonds are not subject to taxation, 
and are issued under the supervision of the 
federal government and after the security 
has been passed upon and approved by a 
government oficial, bonds will be issued in 
denominations of $50, $100, $500 and 
$1,000. The same care will be taken in print- 
ing these bonds and safeguarding them from 
counterfeiting as is now taken by the gov- 
ernment in protecting the nation’s curren- 
cy. The work will be done by the govern- 
ment bureau of engraving and printing. 

How Farmers May Escape Debt. 

The following table has been worked out 
by the federel farm loan board showing the 
annual payments which will be required to 
wipe out principal and interest of a loan of 
$1,000 in from 10 to 40 years at varying rates 
of interest, 5 per cent, 56% per cent and 6 
per cent. The advantages of the system to 
the farmer who is now paying 6 per cent in- 
terest or more without ever reducing the 
principal of his loan, is apparent:

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REV. WILLIAM A. LEE 
PREACHES ON “HUMBUG 
OF GOOD OLD TIMES” 


“Art thou greater-than our father Ja- 
cob” were the words which Dr. William A. 
Lee, of Central Congregational church, used 
as the text of his Sunday night sermon on 
“The Humbug About the Good Old Times.” 
The discourse was in part as follows: 

“These words, addressed by the Samaritan 
woman to Christ, are interesting chiefly for 
the type of mind which they disclose. It is 
a type with which the world had long been 
familiar even in Christ’s day, and it is still 
very far from being extinct. It is the kind 
of mind that conceives of the world’s future 
as having become lost beyond recovery some- 
where in the past. It is, in a word, the sort 
of mind that glorifies yesterday, is contemp- 
tuous of today, and is skeptical at best of to- 
morrow. To such minds the ‘good old times’ 
housed the only Eden of virtue the race had 
known, and possessed the one golden mine 
out of which really superlative values have 
ever been quarried. ‘ : 

“This type of mind is not dependable as a 
guide in the interpretation of life,” said Dr. 
Lee. “To begin with, they are quite unsup- 
ported by history ang experience. The ‘good 
old times’ are mainly a myth. They exist 
because distance lends an enchantment which 
nearness does not. In my own field I have 
been interested in reading church history, 
for example, with an eye alert to discover- 
ing the actual facts with reference to re- 
ligious conditions among our forefathers. And 
[ have come back from the inquiry more 
than once with added faith and respect for 
the sons. Everybody did not go to church 
in the past any more than they do in the 
present, 4 

“Chrysostom, a preacher so eloquent that 
his name has been lost and we Know him 
now only as the ‘golden mouthed,’ complained 
more than once of his scanty audiences. Jona- 
than Edwards, who has influenced theological 
thought in America profoundly, preached for 
years to a hundred or so people at North- 
ampton, and he was a man of surpassing 
eloquence. In 1796 the Methodists had for 
three years lost annually in this country 
more than 4,000 members from their churches. 
At about the same time the Presbyterian 
general assembly was in outspoken dismay 
over the ‘visible and prevailing impiety’ of 
the day. Further south, in Virginia,’so bal- 
anced and judicious a mind as Chief Justice 
Marshall’s considered the Episcopal church 
too far gone to be revived. Those were the 
good old times religiously.” 

As marks of unmistakable gain on the 
part of our times over any that have gone 
before, Dr. Lee noted the rise of a new hu- 
manness which is compelling the reshaping 
of all our institutions to the end that they 
shall the better serve the rank and file of 
mankind; the growing reign of public opin- 
ion with its increasing bias toward right; the 
era of friendliness and co-operation into 
which we are coming between religion and 
science, and, most significant of all, the 
rapidly growing esteem and reverence in 
which Jesus is held as knowledge of Him be- 
comes popularized. 


NATIONAL LECTURER 
OF THE THEOSOPHISTS 
ARRIVES IN ATLANTA 


L. W. Rogers, national lecturer for the 
Theosophical society, arrived in the city Sun- 
day morning and will deliver the first-of a 
series of free lectures on theosophy tonight 
at Hotel Ansley convention hall. 

Mr. Rogers expressed his opinion that the 
very rapid spread of theosophical ideas both 
in Europe and America inaugurates a new 
era, and a happier one, in modern civiliza- 
tion. 

“For one thing,” he said, “it places the 
hope of immortality on a scientific basis. It 
is a common meeting ground for the scien- 
tific and the religious mind. Among theoso- 
phists are numered many of the great scien- 
tists of the times and a list of its supporters 
would contain the names of leading scientists 
of many nations—such men as Sir William 
Crookes, for example, who has done very re- 
markable work in psychic research. James 
Stirling, president of the Australian Geolog- 
ical society, who was brought to this coun- 
try by the United States government to do 
some special work in the Pacific states, has 
been a member of the Theosophical society 
for many years.

And Welcomes the Rumor. 
Washington Says That the 
Report Is Unfounded. 


Vienna, November 19.—(Via’ London.) 
Interest in the announcement received 
in Vienna that President Wilson in- 
tends taking concrete action in behalf 
of peace continues unabated, though in 
many Austrian circles the view is held 
that the attitude of the entente pow- 
ers will render Mr. Wilson's good of- 
fices futile. 

It is argued in government circles 
and in the press that so long as the 
entente nations adhere to the program 
recently reiterated by Premier Asquith 
and Viscount Grey there is really no 
occasion for Austria-Hungary to show 
great interest in the proposed action, 
as the entente government Officials as- 
serted that the war objectives were not 
discussable. ' 

With the entente willing to discuss 
peace terms on the re-establishment of 
pre-war conditions, so modified as to 
take into account the central powers’ 
interests that have suffered, Austria- 
Hungary's attitude might be expected 
to change. 

There is no doubt in the minds of 
the Austrians in a position to know 
that the central powers are ready for 
negotiations, but nothing short of the 
conditions oudlined in the foregoing 
would induce them in the present mili- 
tary situations to join a conference, 
such as is understood here to have 
been proposed by President Wilson.

The first warm welcome given out &o 
the Wilson idea gradually is making 
room for the attitude that to send dele- 
gates to a preliminary conference with 
the entente still insisting upon the

AMERICAN IS KILLED - Atlanta Hunter Shows Up . CONDITION OF MINSTER 


BY VILLA'S BANDITS 


And Others Made Prisoners. 
Horrible Stories Brought to 
Border by Refugees. 


El Paso, Texas, November 19.—An 
unidentified American was killed when 
a Villa band took Jiminez and four 
Americans were seen under a guard of 
bandits at Parra] during Villa’s occu- 
pation of that town, according to re- 
ports believed by federal agents to 
be authentic, brought to the border by 
refugees. 

Refugees further state that the dis- 
trict between Parral and Jiminez has 
been cleared by Villa’s followers of 
more than two hundred Chinese. The 
American killed at Jiminez was de- 


scribe as about 60 years old and known } 


to be from Torreon on his way to Chi- 
huahua City. He was murdered, said 
the refugees, in the Jiminez hotel and 
his body lay for some time in front 
of the building, when, after being 
robbed of clothing and valuables, it 
was placed on a bonfire. 


The same refugees, who claim to 
have been witnesses of the outrages, 
also say that two Mexican women who 
had married Chinese, and their five 
half-caste children were found and 
thrown alive into the fire and cre- 
mated in sight of the crowd. The 
bodies of seven hundred Chinese, ac- 
cording to the same authority, were 
seen in the streets of the town. 

The Mexicans who escaped from Par- 
ral affirm that they saw four Ameri- 
cans there under a Villa guard. They 
said these men had lived in the town, 
adding that they heard the Americans 
working at Alvarao mines got away. 

Another report brought to the bor- 
der was that the bodies of thirty-five 
Zvpsies were seen on the roadside near

bandits. All foreigners that Villa has 
caught except the Japanese and Ger- 
mans have been put to death, the re- 
ports agree, and even the Germans are 
said to have suffered, at least in the 
instance of Theodore Hoemuller, of 
Parral. Various reports of Hoemuller’s 
death have been received here during 
the past week. 

The Chinese are called the heaviest 
sufferers. The fact that none are to

STEAMER ARABI ARMED,

Liner Was Being Used 
as a Transport. 


3erlin, November 19.—(By Wireless.) 
The British steamship Arabia, sunk by 
a German submarine in the Mediter- 
ranean on November 6 carried a 15- 
centimeter gun and was being used to 
transport hundreds of workmen and 
war matérials to France, according to 
the Overseas News agency. 

“If the English government admittea 
passengers on board ah armed trans- 
port steamer, the lives of non-combat- 
ants were frivolously risked, as in for- 
mer cases,” the agency adds. 

Dealing with the case, it says: 

“The German admiralty on November 
15 reported that a German submarine, 
80 miles west of Malta, sank a 12,000- 
ton hostile transport sailing under con- 
voy. The British ‘admiralty declares 
this report to be incorrect, since no 
transport but the liner Arabia was 
sunk without poh nora | by a German 
submarine November at a point 300 
miles east of Malta. 

“This is an evident attempt to mis- 
lead public opinion, for the following 
reasons: :; 

“As reported by the German admiral- 
ty November 15, a German submarine 
on November 5 sank a 12,000-ton trans- 
port 80 miles west of Malta. The trans- 
port Arabia likewise was sunk by a 
submarine November 6, 300 miles east 
of Malta. The transport Arabia car- 
ried a 15-centimeter gun and was 
transporting hundreds of workmen and 
war materials to France. If the Eng- 
lish government admitted passengers 
on board an armed transport steamer 
the lives of non-combatants were 
frivolously risked as in former cases.”

RHEIMS CATHEDRAL HIT 
BY THOUSANDTH SHELL 


Ever Since the Recent French 
Drive at Verdun Germans 
Have Bombarded Rheims. 


Rheims, November 4.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—On the 
first day of November the thousandth 
German shell struck the Cathedral of 
Rheims. Ever since the recent French 
drive at Verdun, salvos of shells have 
been poured daily into the city, many 
striking the cathedral. Four of the 
flying buttresses supporting the roof 
of the naive have been demolished and 
several others hit. As the weight of 
the stone roof, which is 60 centimetres 
in thickness, is borne almost entirely 
by these flying buttresses, the dan- 

er of its fall has become imminent. 
Other parts of the beautiful architec- 
ture and statuary have suffered ir- 
reparable damage, and this increases 
daily, but as their destruction does not 


their loss is felt only from the view- 
point of art. 

“The fears of the authorities have 
been inereased by the unusually se- 
vere rainy season, which this year has 
been uninterrupted for many weeks. 
The timber and leaden roofs 
cathedral having been destroyed early 
in the bombardment, the rain falls di- 
rectly into the building through the 
shell holes in the stone roof and wash- 
es away layer after layer of the cal- 
cined stone of the interior, leaving 
muddy puddles on the floor and grad- 
ually percolating through the foun- 
dation. 

The population of Rheims, which be- 
fore the war was considerably more 
than 100,000, has been reduced to ap- 
proximately 18,000. Stores, still keep

There, it is true, some flaws in the 
general outlook. The decision of the 
railroads to test the eight-hour law 
in the courts has led to talk of re- 
taliatory action by the unions, Then, 
too, the extremely high prices offered 
for grain and live stock are induc- 
ing farmers to market their supplies 
rather too freely, with the result that 
next year’s seed and meat supplies 
may be endangered. The car shortage 
evil, with which is linked insufficient 
motive power and choked terminals, is 
pressing severely upon industrial and 
domestic users of coal or coke, and 
some plants are reported slowing down 
for want of ‘supplies. Still, the general 
trend is forward, and high prices and 
cost of living do not as yet seem to 
have offered a check to superabundant 
demand. : 

Sales of dry goods, wearin’. apparel, 
shoes and general merchandise were 
never larger, mail order hvuuses report 
exceptional business, and leather as 
well as wool is higher in price, though 
a world-wide shortage of the article 
last named stills trade. Coal operators 
are working mines at capacity. Wheat 
is moving to Minneapolis from states 
that never before shipped to that cen- 
ter, and while millers report an active 
demand for flour, they are set against 
taking on any large contracts for far 
future delivery. Winter wheat is doing 
very well on an increased acreage, 
and extensive fall plowing suggests 
enlarged areas for next year’s crops. 
Some steel mills deemed it inexpedient 
to take business for 1917, and all 
around advancés in prices, including 
that of $5 a ton on steel rails, are 
noteworthy. Collections never were 
better; in the south old debts are being 
liquidated, and in fact, dealers, know- 
ing that cotton at 20 cents a pound 
and cotton seed at over $60 a ton have 
diffused prosperity, are endeavoring 
to enhance credit positions by clean- 
ing up old accounts. Money is easy, 
supplies being plethoric, bank deposits 
at various points continue to make 
new high records, and new or enlarged 
dividends on stock market investments 
add to supplies of liquid funds.

_ AS was to be expected, a certain hes- 
itancy has develuped in some quarters 
as a result of the extreme leveis cur- 
rent, yet-it becomes more evident that 
reluctance to sell is a greater influ- 
ence in limiting new business than the 
apidly rising prices. The rush to get 
forward orders on the books of pro- 
ducers is practically general, and in 
some instances purchasing extends well 
into 1918, but the works nearly every- 
where are so closely suld up and ahead 
that each week the number of reject- 
ed contracts increases. Some manufac- 
turers have: virtually withdrawn from 
the markets, either through inability 
to engage themseives further, or be- 
cause of the prospect that quotations 
will go still higher, and buyers who 
a ee, held off now experience 
much difficulty in covering their re- 
quirements, though premiums are fre- 
quently offered. Every effort is made 
to augment outputs, and producing fa- 
cilities are extended whereyer possible, 
but operations at many plants contisue 
hampered by labor scarcity and car 
shortages that delay shipments of raw 
materials, 

The extraordinary situation in the 
industrial field overshadows conditions 
in mercantile channels, yet retail dis- 
tribution is of record proportions, in 
spite of the high and rising costs, and 
has been stimulated materially in the 
east and west, as in some sections of 
me south, by decidedly lower tempera- 
ures. 

With allowance for the extreme 
prices prevailing, bank clearings make 
a remarkable exhibit, beimg 36.6 per 
cent larger at leading centers outside

when the business revival was making 
rapid progress and was strikingly re- 
flected in the statistics of exchanges.

New Orleans, November 19.— 
Cotton retained its upward tendency 
last week and prices of futures were 
forced above the 20-cent level for all 
trading months on this market. The 
highest quotation was made by July 
at 20.71 This was the highest fu- 
ture price ever recorded on the local 
exchange. Spots rose a cent a pound 
to 20 cents for middling. 

The net change for the week was 
a rise of 103 to 108 points. The mar- 
ket was at its lowest Monday and at 
its highest Friday. At its best prices 
were 113 to 117 points over the pre- 
vious week’s close. 

The continued strength of the spot 
situation, large consumption by Amer- 
ican mills during October, small crop 
estimates and expectations of small 
ginning figures in the report, due from 
the census bureau next Tuesday, were 
the main influences working for high- 
er values. Late in the week a wave 
of realizing hit the market and brought 
about a moderate reaction. 

This week the main feature, during 
the early part at any rate, will be the 
ginning report: Expectations appear 
to run all the way from 900,000 to 
1,100.000 bales ginned for the period to 
November 13. Probably the average 
trader looks for just about 1,000.000 
bales. Anything down around 900,000 
bales will stimulate buying, while any- 
thing above 1,000,000 will have the

Domestic pig iron sales, about 200,- 
000 tons, were not so heavy, but were 
considerably larger than for export 
and new inquiries in the eastern ter- 
ritory amount to 125,000 tons for 1917 
shipment. As much more is up in the 
central west. 

Railroads have added 5,250 more cars, 
130° locomotives, 20,000 tons of track 
supplies and 20,000 tons of bridge work 
to previous orders and equipment buy- 
ing is far from being satisfied. 

Among the most important export 
sales were 250,000 tons of shell steel 
for France and Great Britain at prices 
varying from 3% to 4% cents a pound. 
There were also many small lots of 
rails and miscellaneous products sold 
to neutral countries. 

The most interesting new inquiry is 
for 1,000 miles of track, requiring 
about 150,000 tons of rails and 20,000 
tons of track accessories. The inquiry 
comes from Great Britain, but is be- 
lieved to be on behalf of Russia. 

Domestic car and locomotive build- 
ers have added 100,000 tons to recent 
heavy purchases of bars, plates and 
shapes and are ‘still in the market. 
Structural work is more active, mainly 
for manufacturing plant extensions. 
Contracts closed since last report call 
for 40,000 tons of steel. 

The advance of $5 a ton in the price 
of rails was preceded by quiet buying 
for late 1917 delivery which will prob- 
ably be shipped in 1918. Wrought 
iron and steel pipe was advanced $2 
a ton on all sizes. Sheets and plates 
also are higher. The cold weather; 
ear shortage and freight embargoes 
are interfering with iron and “steel 
production.

New York, November 19.—According 
to reports current in the financial dis- 
trict the opposing elements in last 
week’s furiously active market were 


composed of eastern traders or pro- 
fessionals desiruug of effecting lower 
prices and western or interior specu- 
lative interests who were strongly com- 
mixted to higher values. The net re- 
sult was almost wholly in favor of 
the latter contingent, a greater num- 
ber of new records and substantial 
gains having been made than at any 
similar period since the beginning of 
the war. 

An overwhelming percentage of the 
trading centered around the steel and 
copper shares, the latter being the out- 
Standing features of the final three 
sessiuns in which daily transactions 
averaged or exceeded 2,000,000 shares. 
The abnormally prosperous conditions 
attending the metal industry are too 
well known to require specification, It 
suffices to say that all available sup- 
plies of copper for the nexa half year 
are already marketed to domestic and 
foreign consumers, chiefly the latter, 
at prices seldom, if ever, before 
quoted. 

Conditions scarcely less favorable 
apply to manufactured steel] and iron 
leading mills continuing to operate a 
full capacity on a further upward re- 
Vision of prices. The event of the 


week in this connection was the addi- 
tional five-dollar advance in steel rails. 

Shares of various other companies 
operating on war or peace bases moved 
forward with isstes having no definite 
classification, all as the result of re- 
markable earnings. Numerous new, in- 
creased and extra dividends were de- 
clared and holders of other stocks, 
notably the more active industrials, 
are expected to receive like benefits 
before the end of the year.
